MINE WORKERS VOTE 
TO BACK UP OFFICERS 


Effort* of Radical Element to 


Oust Leaders Repudiated 


Overwhelmingly 


Columbus. Ohio, Jan. 7. —- Inter- 


national officers of the Tinited Mine 
Worvers of America will go before 
the commission appointed by Presi- 
dent Wilson to arbitrate final settle- 
ment of the controversy between the 
miners and operators with the back- 
ing of the rank and file of the miners 
of the country, as a result of action 
here today of the reconvened conven- 
tion of the miners' organization. By 
a vote of 1.639 to 221, the convention 
adopted the motion of Philip Murray, 
president of the Pennsylvania soft 
co'al miners, to endorse the action of 
teh international officers in calling off 
the strike and agreeing to accept the 
President's proposal, "which provides 
for a 14 per cent, advance in wages 
and agreement to submit all ques- 
tions in dispute to the President's 
commission.

THREE MAjToiVISIONS 


Scheme Would Give Public, as 


Well a« Capital and Labor, 
Part in Running Industries 


Washington. Jan. 7. — A Plumb 


ptogiam for all American 
industry 


modelled after the plan of the same 
name for the railroads, has been pre- 
pared and is expected to be publicly 
announced soon. Copies of the plan, 
captioned "An industrial Program by 
Glenn K. Plumb," are being circulated 
in "A'ashtngton and some of them have 
been received in government circles. 


Briefly, the plan proposes for alt 


American industry the system of tii- 
partite 
railroad 
control 
advanced 


some time ago with the backing of the 
great brotherhoods, and which it has 
been announced would be made an is- 
sue* at the coming elections. It pro- 
poses practically the same division of 
representation for capital, labor and 
the public. 


Industry i» classed into four divi- 


sions, in this wav. 


Four Divisions of Industry. 


Those "individualistic in ownership 


and operation, including the farmer 
and the artisan, contractor an manu- 
facturer, who is capitalist, laborer and 
consumer.".; . ^ 


AH industries «-"formerly individu- 


listlc, but which through organiza- 
tion have so developed that ownership 
is separate from labor and concerns 
itself only in direction and supervi- 
sion of production in which it engages 
the efforts of those who have no share 
m ownership." 


Industries "based upon a grant from 


society in the shape of a franchise, 
grant or privilege, or monopoly." 
In 


this division are included all public 
service corporations except those en- 
gaged in interstate commerce 
"and 


all industries engaged in exploiting 
natural resources." These latter are 
described as including mines, gas and 
waterpower. 


Railroads and commercial trans- 


portation facilities. The plan explain* 
that these are considered separately 
from the public service facilities em- 
braced in the third division because 
the former are "under local control, 
created by local authorities, and sub- 
ject to local regulations." 


"Public interest" is declared in the 


plan as follows: 


"It is the right of the public to ob- 


tain in better, cheaper, and more pro- 
ducts or services as the progress of 
the arts permits the making of more 
or better goods or service at a lower 
cost of production. The constitution 
denies the power of the public so to 
exercise its power of regulation as to 
deprive the owner of the property of 
his investment, actually, honestly and 
prudently made or of a fair return on 
such investment. If society pays more 
than this amount which the owner re- 
tains as a profit, society pays more 
than it lawfully is required to pay. 
and the owner receives more than he 
is lawfully entitled to receive." 


Under the heading "Rights of La- 


bor." the plan declares that the mea- 
sure of what a workman shall receive 
"depends entirely upon the amount 
:n-"value of service which he renders. 
He is entitled to receive an equivalent 
amount in value of the 
services of 


others 
The wage system disregards 


this human right" 


"Profils Now Wrongfully K*a<-ted." 
In its conclusion, the resume de- 


clare? "the existing industrial system 
is crashing around our ears." that 
wages bear no relation to the value 
of services rendered and that "profits 
are wrongfully exacted."

Xew York, Jan. 7. —Compulsory 
onsolidation of the railroads into a 
few great corporations before they 
return to private control, with the 
public and labor as well as capital 
represented-in the management of the 
systems, was 
advocated 
tonight by 


Director General Hines in an address 
before the Bar association of 
Xew 


York city. 


Without this "fundamental recon- 


struction," Mr. Hines declared, the 
'result will be progressively disap- 
pointing and in a few years the dls- 
fttlsfacMon of th« public wilf manifest 
itself through an insistent demand for 
a radically-different plan which is not 
likely then to stop short of outright 
government ownership." 


Pointing to the difficulty of financ- 


ng the lines prior to federal control, 
Mr. Hines said that "our past experi- 
ence has demonstrated that the old 
system -will not succeed." He advocat- 
ed the fixing by congress of a general 
standard of rates to allow earnings 
'clearly in excess of a reasonable re- 
urn" which "must go largely to pro-

GOVERNOR'S 


MESSAGE 


State of Hew York, Executive Cham- 
fer. 


Albany. January 7, 1WO. 


To the legislature: 


This Urns s year ago we were In the 


Immediate wake of war and many of 
the things that appeared to he prob- 
lems have been happily taken car* of 
by the Ingenuity of our people them- 
selves. 


Much of the dissatisfaction upoken 


•f and written about has been largely 
exaggerated. Work Is plentiful, and 
tb« general condition of prosperity 
amotig our people to shown by bank 
balances and savings bank depo«tts. 


The state ot New York contributed 


425,000 of its people to the active 
forces engaged In ' the great w t. 
Their deeds constitute a brilliant page 
In our history. Enriched by their ex- 
perience, they have returned determin- 
ed to preserve the lnstltn"on» and 
Ideals of America against her enemies 
«t home or abroad. 


Much remains for the government 


Itself to do at.', while we have no 
reason In this life to expect perfection 
In any line of endeavor, we have rea- 
son to expect progress consistent with 
experience and the enlightened ago in 
which we live. 


Ton are opening your session to 


deal with questions affecting the life, 
health, happiness and prosperity of 
the people of the greatest utrte In the 
Union, now the market place of all 
the world. Let us unite In oar pray- 
jmt to Divine Providence, that we 
may be given the light to see the 
right and to do it. 


Ratification of Pesos Treaty. 


Over a year has paused since the 


great war ended 
The delirium of Joy 


which swept throughout the land when j 
the armistice was signed thirteen' 
months ago will never be forgotten 
"by man, woman or child of this gen- 
eration. It expressed the triumph of 
the leading principle for which this 
guatest of all wars In history was 
niged, so eloquently set forth by 
r*-t-.dent Wilson, that no nation 
should be governed except with the 
consent of the governed. This Is what 
I understand to be the right of na- 
tional self-determination. 
It Is the 


basis of our Declaration of Independ- 
ence, and It Is the desire and hope 
of all Americans that the right of self- 
determination be guaranteed to the 
smaller nations of the world, and that 
this principle be applied to every op- 
pressed people struggling for that 
freedom and self-expression by which 
America achieved her great place In 
the society of nations. 


In the joy of our people was also 


expressed a profound yearning to re- 
turn to the normal paths of Industry 
and peace. 
Nevertheless, although 


hostilities ceased thirteen months ago, 
technically a state of war still exists 
between this country and the central 
powers of Europe. 


Readjustment Do peace conditions In 


Industry and social life has been made 
difficult by uncertainty, which has 
greatly contributed to the business and 
Industrial unrest through which we 
have parsed and from which we are 
still suffering. 
Oar people look long- 


ingly to the federal government at 
Washington to do away with this 
ha jsslng uncertainty by solving the 
International problems in the Interest 
of all .the people without thought of 
partisan political advantage. 


Successful competition of our coun- 


try «n the growing world trade offered 
m and continued commercial pre-emi- 
nence of our state require a speedy 
settlement of the terms of peace. 


The stimulation of Int ustry and the 


Stability of our commercial enterprises 
will be furthered by the prompt dispo- 
sition of the pending treaty In the Unit- 
ed States senate. In urging the earli- 
est possible ratification •» the treaty of 
peace, I am expressing the sentiment 
of the people of this state without re- 
gard to their political affiliations 


I •'herefore recommend to your hon- 


orable bodies the passage of a resolu- 


balld up oar great nation by §«lf-re- 
specting labor and their ritlzenshlp. 
Their sons have added luster to our 
name In the battlefields of the great 
war. 
Let us remember them no., and 


let as resent as "Muter and a* a new 
expression of the old knowuottilng 
spirit, the attaching to all citizens of 
foreign birth and stlgmn of radicalism. 


I express myself thus feelingly be- 


cause I know them. I have lived 
among them. Many of them have been 
my friend*, and neighbors. The dis- 
content among them 1« often the nat- 
ural liome-fllcknewi of men and w-unan 
who do not jet feel at home In their 
new surroundings 
8om* of It Is due 


to an exploitation of tr-!r helpessneM 
and Ignorance, fcuch discontent every 
red-blooded tnnn respects 
It Is dlf- 


fer-Mit from the destructive spirit of 
revolutionary firebrands It should be 
mot by a constructive movement of

best that the old world has to give us. 


Appreciating ns I do the fundamen- 


tal wholesomeness of the citizen of 
foreign birth, I am mindful of the 
danger of spreading the infection of 
revolutionary 
propaganda 
among 


them. 
We 
must 
immunize

apalnst the Infection, by approaching 
the problem ID a spirit of sanity, a 
thorough and sympathetic understand- 
ing nnd R fearless and courageous 
meeting of their needs. This Is the 
fundamental basis of any Americani- 
zation program 


In this connection we must recog- 


nlre the nw-essltr of a sound program 
of social, Industrial and governmental 
betterment. «hloh will remove those 
causes of discontent which true Amer- 
icanism requires should be eradicated. 
This is the basis for my program of 
reconstruction. 


Problems of Reconstruction. 


Early In the year 1919, in accord- 


ance with my first message to the 
legislature, I appolntd a Reconstruc- 
tion Commission made up of prominent 
men and women taken from different 
walks of life to study the problems of 
reconstruction and to make recom- 
mendations looking to their solution. 


I will take up with your honorable 


bodies in detail at a later date their 
reports on the various subjects dealt 
with. 
These include, principally, a 


program of retrenchment through the 
reorganization of the state government 
and the establishment of an effective 
executive budget, housing, health, cer- 
tain educational matters and amend- 
ments to our food laws. 


The members of the Reconstruction 


Commission gave unselfishly of their 
own- time and energy, as well as of 
their own resources, for the welfare of 
the people of this state. No words of 
mine would be at all adequate to ex- 
press the gratitude we should feel for 
their earnest and unsel3sh endeavors. 
Their reports and recommendations, 
which will be transmitted to you In due 
time, will speak for themselves. They 
represent careful, painstaking and In- 
telligent study, and Indicate in every 
particular that the problems of recon 
*tractl*ii were met by a patriotic citi- 
zenship with the same zest and the 
same spirit with which they approach- 
ed the solution of our war problems. 
Their recommendations are farrench- 
ic£ and fundamental and warrant me 
In bringing them to your attention as 
subject matter of a special message. 


Eighteenth Amendment 


Many of the best constitutional au 


thoritles in the country seriously ques 
tion whether the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution was ever le- 
gally adopted. Some of those ques- 
tions are now before the Supreme 
Court of the United States, some pre- 
sented by citizens and some by at least 
one of the states of the Union. I shall 
not enter into any discussion of the va-, 
rlous grounds upon which this conten- 
tion is based, but simply present to 
>ou some phases of the question and 
ask for your consideration and action 
upon them. 


There Is grave doubt as to the power 


of a number ot the state legislatures 
that have ratified the Eighteenth 
Amendment to do so In Mew of ttie 
referendum provisions of thetr respec-

•will be received with the greatest dis- 
sent 1* that which recommends that, 
inasmuch a* other states have sub* 
mitted the ratification of the eigh- 
teenth constitutional amendment—re- 
garding prohibition—to their electo- 
rate lor a referendum vote, the leg- 
islature of New York should do the 
same thing, at the same time rescind- 
ing its prior ratification or the amend- 
ment There is very little likelihood 
that the legislature will take such ac- 
tion, and still lees that the voters of 
the state would by referendum favor 
bringing back the old conditions. 


Another 
recommendation of 
the 


governor is that the legislature pass 
a resolution calling upon the United 
States senator* from this state imme- 
diately to rote for ratification of the 
treaty of peace. 


Regarding labor legislation and la- 


bor troubles he emphasizes, and very 
properly," the fact that a bargain made 
by laborers acting as a unit or union 
should sacredly be kept by them. A 
determining factor in tbe cost of«9ro- 
ductlon, and^eo of sales prices and 
contracts, ia the labor item; and no 
settled and prosperous condition can 
exist where there are such uncertain- 
tie*;

Guard, and many others. 


Ot Interest to all is the statement 


ot the 'Governor that the cost of col- 
lecting the state income tax this year 
will be over one million dollars. This 
•urn he considers 'too large, and he 
recommends that the collection bur- 
den be placed on cities, villages and 
towns which share 50-30 in the sum 
received and arc at no expense (or 
collection. 


Cities, also, will be interested in the 


paragraphs which urge * larger meas- 
ure of home rule for municipalities.

GOVERNOR'S 


MESSAGE 


(Concluded from Pag* Two.) 


fourths, It would seem to be tbe duty 
of the state of New York not only to 
It* own citizens, but for advice to the 
citizens of other states, to state what 
Its true opinion is, and whether there 
has been any change In the circum- 
stances or its opinion since the reso- 
lution was pcssed ratifying the pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution. 


Force Is added to th' suggestion 


"because of the circumstances 
sur- 


rounding the passage of the resolu- 
tion by the legislature of this state. 
The members of that legislature were 
not elected in view of any pressed 
amendment to the United Staus Con- 
stitution, that question had not been 
passed upon b.v the people of the 
state in their election. 
The resolu- 


tion passed the legislature by a very 
narrow margin. The question is not 
a party one, but in order to enforce 
its passage it was made the subject 
of a party caucus, and members ef 
the legislature whose personal views, 
and la some instances the well known 
views of their local constituents, were 
opposed to such action, were coerced 
by the party lash to surrender their 
own convictions and vote for the res- 
olution. 


I am advised that there were mem- 


bers ot Uie legislature whose personal 
sentiments and convictions were op- 
posed to ratifying the Eighteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution, suf- 
ficient in number to have prevented 
the passage by the legislature of the 
resolution of ratification. If It had 
not been for the action of the party 
caucus. 


In view of all these circumstances 


and in order that the true opinion 
and position of ihe state of New York 
in regard to the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment be ascertained and carried out 
and mad" known to the people of 
other states, I recommend that the 
legislature rescind its prior ratifica- 
tion of the said amendment and sub- 
mit tbe question to the qualified elec- 
tors of the state at the general elec- 
tion in the year 1920. 


I am unable to understand what 


reasonable argument cpn be made 
against submitting to the people any j 
question that Interferes with their per-' 
sonal liberty. The man who opposes 
the submission of that kind of K ques- 
tion assumes the role of the dictator 
and sets himself up as being unwilling 
to abide by the. will of the majority. 
He cannot be said to have much: faith 
i:i democratic government. 


Labor and Labor Legislation. 


Much of the talk about strikes and 


labor troubles in the state has been 
exaggerated. In view of all the diffi- 
cult conditions and circumstances, 
laboi> and capital on the whole have 
been living together in peace and con- 
tentment. The-one disquieting sound, 
made apparent on several occasions, 
Is the tendency Of some labor unions 
to disregard their written agreements 
with their employers. 


Workmen's Compensation. 


The provisions of the state Consti- 


tution under which the compensation 
law was enacted authorized a statute 
for the payment of compensation re- 
sulting from "injuries." 
The intent 


of this constitutional provision has 
been limited by defining "injuries" in 
the compensation law *s meaning "ac-

I recommend that the law be amend 


«d In keeping with the constitutional 
provision, to the end that occupation 
at diseases aud Injuries mar be sub- 
ject to its provisions. This will en 
tall a verjr small Increase In coat In 
comparison with the reauttlnf benefit. 


I woald recommend that legislation 


be enacted whlc hwlll enable n* to 
take advantage of the federal appro- 
priation and creating a co-ordinating 
bureau on which there shall be repre- 
sentation from the three state depart 
nenta named—health, education and 
labor—which can then adequately so 
pervise the care and rehabilitation of 
cripples. 


Health. 


Health is more than the concern of 


the individual, it Is the business of the 
state. I would, therefore, urge upon 
you the development of a broad health 
policy for the state, bated, upon an ex- 
tension and reorganization of the fa- 
cilities at the disposal of the depart- 
ment of health. In spite of the fact 
that we are gratified by toe steadily 
diminishing death rate of the state, it 
is, nevertheless, true* that the percent- 
age of rejections for disability under 
the recent draft Indicated an amount 
of preventable disease that show* the 
state to be in a condition that is far 
from satisfactory. 


I am Informed that competent medi- 


cal advice in the rural districts is be- 
coming more and more difficult to ob- 
tain, owing to the tendency of physi- 
cians to concentrate in tbe centers of 
population. The country districts are 
in many instances practically abandon- 
ed, and earnest efforts to persuade phy- 
sicians to go into these districts have 
been largely without result. The time 
has, therefore, come wben there should 
be some plan of reorganization of 
health administration within the coun- 
ties themselves under the supervision 
cf the state health authorities. 


All the Information which I have 


been able to secure during this last 
year relating to the department of nar- 
cotic drug control has strengthen**) 
conviction to urge upon you the necet 
slty for abolishing this function of tbe 
state government as a separate depart- 
ment and transferring it as a bureau 
to the department ot health. 


Linked up with toe whole policy of a 


broad extension of the health activities 
of tbe state, there should necessarily 
be interwoven a compulsory health and 
maternity Insurance, and I once again 
urge upon you to consider the pro 
posals laid before you and not to be 
Blinded by a specious propaganda dl 
reeled to appease selfish interests 
Health insurance will not in any way 
endanger the liberties of any indl 
vldnal, professional or lay. It will in 
sure to the state a body of indnstria 
workers fully equipped at all times to 
meet the drain upon their phyilca 
powers. 


Education. 


At this, my first opportunity, I offe 


public congratulations to the leglsla 
tore of 1Q19 for the advancement made 
by legislative enacttnect in the field of 
education. There can be no question 
that your honorable bodies have a full 
appreciation and understanding of the 
importance of education to the welfare 
of tbe people of this state. 


The importance of extending educa- 


tional opportunity to our non-English- 
speaking citizens and future citizens 
has already been fully recognized by 
tbe state. It seems necessary for the 
protection of our public institutions 
that persons of foreign birth should 
be taught in terms of true Americanism 
the responsibilities of citizenship. In 
fact, many of our native-born are sad- 
ly lacking in a proper understanding 
of the aims and purpose* of our go. 
eminent. Opportunity of Instruction 
should be given to minors and adults 
in the continuation and part-time 
schools, and In night schools and other 
special classes in subjects tending to 
fit them for civic responsibility and to 
give them the benefit of greater occu- 
pational efficiency. It is recommend- 
ed that some comprehensive policy of 
educational extension be adopted, with 
a view of affording educational oppor- 
tunity to our adult citizens generally 
and especially to prospective citizens 
of foreign birth. 


I would recomn id to you that yon 


extend yonr undou ted confidence In 
the department of education and in 
trust it with the administrattion of 
such measures of military training as 
are deemed advisable for onr boys be- 
tween the ages of sixteen ana eight- 
een, and which are now intrusted to a 
separate commission. 


The military training to be given 


to the boy* between the ages of eight- 
een and twenty-one mar be carried out 
as a part of tbe National Guard sys- 
tem of the state 


Prison Reform. 


At the beginning of my administra- 


tion the superintendent of prisons at 
my suggestion appointed a committee 
of prominent citizens to make a aar- 
v«y of onr entire prison system, t 
will at a later date communicate 
ytur honorable bodies, transmitting 
-...th my communtcaUon a fall copy 
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of their report and recommendations. 


Milk 


During tbe aannner and fall of last 


vear through various agencies an ex- 
haustive study was made of the ques- 
tion of tttt production and Astflba- 
Uon of milk. 


At • later late t will submit tb« re- 


ports of tbe various oonroiftee* that 
have been studying the subject with 


the disposal of lYderar *n<t rocar out- 
clals the resources of the slat* In 
their eCort* to detect and prosecute 
feed proateera, and have had studies 
and Investigation* made In th* en- 
daavor to find 
fundamental fact* 


Involved. These clearly Indicate neces- 
sary changes that will strengthen the 
food laws of the state, and will be1 
presented lo you by (lie report of the 
Reconstruction Commission. 


In some Instance* guilt |« so per- 


sonal In these matters, and the profi- 
teers hide behind their constitutional 
rights to dispose of their own. prop- 
erty at a price that suits themselves 
am) It Is my belief that only an 
aroused 
public opinion tan reach 


them. 


The same conditions of shortage and 


Increased costs which give opportunity 
to food profiteers, have also created 
the so called rent profiteer. It has 
seemed to me apparent that the under- 
lying causes for rent profiteering can 
tie remedied if fundamental housing 
legislation be enacted. 
There are 


many Ills that afflict housing and no 
single remedy Is the panacea. 


Recommendations will, no doubt. b« 


made to you by your own joint legis- 
lative committee to consider the sub- 
ject, and I will later transmit to you 
the report and recommendations of the 
Reconstruction Commission. 


Publle Service Commission*. 


In my first message to the legisla- 


ture of 1919 I asked for a radical 
change iu tbe structure of the com- 
mission iu tbe First District. This 
suggesstlon met with your approval, 
and I am convinced that the function- 
ing of the commission In the First Dis- 
trict uas been materially simplified 
and that tbe result has In every way 
justified your action. 


I am In receipt of the first detailed 


and comprehensive report, dealing 
with the question of rapid transit rail- 
way construction, so written as to be 
understandable by every citizen In the 
state.

schedules. These rates may at any 
time be Increased by the filing of 
other schedules without the consent 
of the Public Service Commission, ex- 
cept In those few cases where the 
rates have been previously fixed by 
order of the Public Service Com- 
mission after contest and hearing. 


The result is that such public serv- 


ce corporation can increase its rate 
by filling a tariff to that effect on thirty 
days' notice and can collect the higher 
rate until, after a hearing, a complain- 
ing party has proved that the higher 
rate Is unreasonable, and pending such 
bearing the commission has no power 
to suspend the rate, and although it 
may finally be determined to be unjust 
and unreasonable, no repayment of tbe 
unreasonable excess collected can be 
enforced. 


Th* public service commission has 


for a number of years suggested an 
amendment to the statute placing all 
public service* corpora t 
on the 


same footing as common -airrlers have 
stood since'the amendment of 1914. 


In ell justice to th* public such an 


amendment should be adopted.

Every city; in this state, for*ugh the
